mourn the destruction of the Second 
lemple. 

Seated on.the ground, by the light 
of fickering candles, Israelis recited 
trom. the Book of Lamentations:

of Jerusalem, hitherto dark and 
desolate at mights, was lit, up. Neon 
lights were clearly visible along. its 
main thoroughfare.

Israel. she added, was a:small State 
with ‘serious. security . problems: and 
had no agreement with any countr\ 
which had committed ‘itself to come 
to lier aid jn the event. of her being 
attacked. The -EFisenhower Doctrine 
did not provide adequate safeguards 
for Israel's security, nor was the: fact 
that Israel now: had’ many devoted: 
friends. sufficient insurance against 
possible attack. 


Nasser’s Diatribe 


in a reference to Federal Germany, 
Mrs. Meir stated that Israel had never 


made any decision about regularising — 


relations with that country or seeking 
any political ties with her, 

In the course of his recent nation- 
wide broadcast in Cairo Colonel! 
Nasser declared that he. would not 
allow Israel to use the Canal. He 
began to. speak of Israel quite 
suddenly after an hour-long address 
on domestic issues. He declared that 
the establishment of the Jewish State 
was not “just to provide a national 
home for the Jews, but it was a con- 
spiracy between. Imperialism. and 
Zionism to annihilate Arab national- 
ism and liquidate the Arab States.” 

It. was ‘quite amusing.” he added, 
that Israel. had said she would raise 
the Suez Canal issue in the United 
Nations, when she had not imple- 
mented any U.N. resolution from 
“1948 to this day.” 

In view of the fact that the port 
of Elath is being increasingly used by 
shipping to transport Israel’s goods to 
the Far East through the Gulf of 
Aqaba, the Suez issue is regarded in 
Israel primarily from the point of 
view of political prestige. For this 


-reason the State is remaining firm 


in its refusal to acquiesce in allowing 
Egypt to lay down conditions about 
the use of the Canal, which she has 
no right to impose, and is insisting on 
Israel’s inalienable right to freedom 
gf passage for innocent cargoes. She 
is continuing to press this contention 
with the U.N. Secretary-General, the 
American State Department, and other 
maritime nations.

Single Delegation 


The 19 leading American. Jewish 
organisations, :including members 
as well-as 
the American Jewish Committee, have 
agreed to join a.single delégation 
for the expected meeting with Mr. 


-Khruschev to discuss the situation of 


Russian Jewry. 

It ts.strongly emphasised here that 
the 18 members of the “Club.” which 
is officially an advisory body to the 
Jewish Agency. will participate in. the 
talks in an individual capacity. This 
is because the American Jewish Com- 
mittee would not otherwise co-operate 
and... more important, both Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann and, Mr. Klutznick, 
the head of the “Club.” probably 
thought it: would be best if the Jewish 
Agency were not represented as. such. 

It is thought preferable that the 
delegation. should meet the Soviet 
Premier as a. group of -American 
citizens disturbed over what: is’ hap- 
pening to their coreligionists else- 
where. 


No Obstacles 
Several Jewish leaders are reported 
to have discussed the matter with Mr. 
Robert Murphy, the American Under- 


Secretary of State, who is believed to 


have stated that the U.S.A. “saw 
logic”: in a meeting . with. Mr. 
Khruschev and would put no 


obstacles in the way of the Jewish 
leaders. 


Other Jewish leaders are said to 


have met Mr. Nixon, the Vice-Presi- . 


dent, to learn what the Soviet Premier 


‘might have told him about Russian 


Jewry. 

It will be recalled that the American 
Jewish Committee was the only Jewish 
organisation to arrange a meeting with 
Mr. Mikoyan, the Soviet First Deputy 
Premier. during his recent visit to the 
United States. Other organisations 
were resentful, some claiming that the 
Committee had no right to make it 
an exclusive affair. This time there 
is a great outward show of unity.

which has been declared to be illegal 
by both the Nuremberg Tribunal and 
the West German Government,” the 
barrister stated. 


He also told the Commission that 
one of the Rothschild brothers, Louis, 
who could not leave the country in 
time, had been kept as.a hostage and 
had been released to go abroad only 
after the transfer of the Rothschild 
properties had come into effect. 


Mr. Kerr added: “ For the purpose 


‘of this preliminary adjudication, on 


a point of law one must assume that 
this estate was British property at the 
time the Poles nationalised it, not- 
withstanding prior transfer without the 
applicant’s consent or under duress.” 

Opposing this view, the legal 
officer of the Commission contended 
that the agreement between the Roths- 
childs and the German Reich had been 
valid according to German law at that 
time, and that the Baroness had not 
been the owner of the estate at the 
time Schloss Annaberg was 
nationalised by the Polish Govern- 
ment. 


This dispute will be decided at a 
full hearing for which the way has 
now been cleared. The Baroness her- 
self, whose permanent residence ts in 
New York but who is at present in 
Austria, did not attend the preliminary 
hearing.. Her claim involves a very 


considerable sum, 


SPEAKER’S POST 
DECLINED 


Ambassador’s Future 
Plans 
Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Mr. Eliahu Elath, who will: next 
month. relinquish his post: as Israel's 
Ambassador to the Court. of St. 
James's to resume his literary and 
academic work in Jerusalem, has 
declined the offer to become Speaker 
of the Knesset, 

He will remain at the Foreign 

Ministry with the rank of Adviser, but 
his. main efforts in Israel will. be 
devoted to the establishment and 
direction. of an Institute for Foreign 
Relations, the Israeli equivalent of 
Chatham House. 
The Ambassador and Mrs. Zehava 
Elath returned from Israel to London 
last week-end after an absence of 
some ten weeks. During that time 
Mr. Elath “toured several British 
dependent territories in Africa, includ- 
ing Kenya, Uganda, and the Central 
Africa Federation, 

He told a press conference at the 
Embassy on Tuesday that he would 
complete his service in this country 
by the end of next month. and would 
return to Israel on September 30. No 
successor has yet been appointed by 
the Israeli Government, and until the. 


.new Israeli. Ambassador presents his 


credentials, Mr... Arthur Liveran, 
Counsellor to the Embassy, will be 
Chargé d'Affaires. 

Speaking of his personal plans for 
the future, the Ambassador stated that 
it Was quite true that Mapai - had 
offered to enter his name on its elec- 
toral list of candidates with a view 
to putting him forward for the office 
of Speaker to the fourth Knesset, to 
be chosen in the autumn, 


Foreign Ministry Adviser 

“ After careful and: serious. con- 
sideration of this proposal I decided 
to decline it,’ Mr. Elath said. “1 
felt that the position of Speaker would 
have interfered with my other plans 
to. resume, on: my return Israel, 
those activities in the literary and 
academic sphere which are very close 
to my heart and in which I was 
engaged prior to my diplomatic ser- 


vice in Washington and in London.” 


Mr. Elath said that at the request of 
Mrs. Golda Meir he would remain ‘in 
the service of: the Foreign Ministry 
in' the capacity of an. Adviser, but his 
major pre-occupation would be given 
to the establishment in Jerusalem of 
an Institute for Foreign Relations. 
The Institute would be an entirely 
independent body, run on the lines of 
Chatham House or the American 
Council for International Relations {it 
was being sponsored by the Govern- 
ment, the. Hebrew University. and 
other learned and public bodies, and 
would serve as a roof to other research 
institutions in Israel interested in 
foreign affairs. 

Mr. Elath also intends to devote 
some of his time: to historical and 
literary. work. He will continue to 
write the diplomatic history of the 
establishment and acceptance ‘of the 
State of Israel, drawing particularly on 


his personal experiences as her official. 


representative, first in the United 
States and then in Britain. 

By the time he leaves Mr. Elath 
will have completed nine years and 
three months of diplomatic service in 
this country—he was Minister from 


June, 1950, and has been Ambassa- 


dor since October, 1952. 


“T am departing in good heart,” 
he stated. “Relations between Israel 
and Britain are cordial, and particu- 


larly since the recent visit of my 


Foreign Minister, Mrs. Golda Meir,

Mr. Elath stressed the firm founda- 
tions on which British-Israeli relations 
rested—the Balfour Declaration, 
attachment to democracy, expanding 
trade. common interests, and last but 
not least, the existence in this country 
of a vigorous Jewish community. 
He spoke of the support for Israel 
among the whole of Anglo-Jewry and 
of the friendship and understanding 


evinced towards the State on the part 


of the general public and in Parlia- 
ment, irrespective of party affiliation. 

Mr. and Mrs. Elath will spend much 
of their remaining time in this country 
winding up their affairs here and say- 
ing good-bye to their numerous 
friends. As Deputy Doyen of the 
Diplomatic Corps, the Ambassador 
will have a number of additional 
engagements. He has received many 
invitations from Jewish organisations 
in London and the provinces to take 
part in farewell receptions in his 
honour. He intends to visit some of 
the larger provincial Jewish centres 
before he leaves. 

Mr. Elath expressed the hope that 
the Anglo-Israel Association, of which 
he has been President, would invite 
his successor to take over that office. 
The Associaticn, he said, had played 
a great part in encouraging good rela- 
tions between the two countries, |

EAVING aside the accepted 
iransiation, the text can be

They advanced many arguments. to 
support their. contention that the 
“ super-market” in the afcade would 
be “a flop.” “Several of the. stall- 
holders and shopkeepers could not see 
the need for a super-market at. all. 
“We are a super-market. already,” 
Mr. A. Permutt said. He and his 
family before him had been trading in 
ladies’ fashions in the Lane for half 
a century. “ The Lane is a great store 
in itself, and there is no other place 
in the whole world, not even Delancey 
Street in New York.-which offers such 
a’ large and comprehensive selection 
at such ‘cheap prices.” 
over, he added: ‘“ Why,. Delancey 
compared with our own’ Petticoat 
Lane is like a. bicycle compared: with 
a Rolls Royce.” 

Although he was slightly worried 
about the general growth in the num- 
ber of shops, he was yet hopeful that 
the new: arcade might attract more 
customers to the Lane, where on Sun- 
days, he informed me, there are over 
1,000 stalls. 

The competition: of the: arcade did 
not worry Mr. I. Frankel either.. (He 
is in the kosher meat trade and his 
family has been in Wentworth Street 
for about 50 years). “Iam not. wor- 
ried one penny.” he said. “I do not 
think that the new market will take 


away. any business from the stalls and 


shops in the Lane. The public likes 
to, be in the open and do their. shop- 
ping in the friendly atmosphere of the 
Lane. They like to walk and taik, 
and they would not be able to do it 
in the narrow — passages of the 
arcade.” The new market might be 
a success in the beginning, while it 
was a novelty, but it would fizzle out 
and the customers would soon return 
to their old habits of shopping in the 
Lane. was Mr. Frankel’s final opinion. 


A Friendly Place 
Mrs. Sarah Braham, of Mile End, 
agreed with this argument. ©“ like 


the Lane as it is,” she said, and added 
that she was. only sorry that her health 


did not permit her to go there as often. 


as she would like. “ Petticoat Lane 
is friendly and I can get. here anything 
1 need,” she said, 

The stallholders. had other argu- 
ments as well. 
has been selling chocolate and sweets 
from a barrow in Middlesex Street for 
40 years, said that the £5 rent per 


week in the arcade would prove too 


expensive for the “ pitchers.” (Those 
who trade only on Sundays apparenily 
pay only “a dollar ”’—slang for five 
shillings ; the licensed stallholders in 
Wentworth Street pay two guineas a 
month.) Mr. Fisher thought that only 
the non-licensed stallholders, who at 
present pay 50 shillings a week, would 
rent the new shops, “They cannot 
help themselves, and since they work 
somewhere else the whole week they 
may be able to afford the higher rent,” 
he stated. His parting shot was: 
“The whole thing is ridiculous, it'll 
flop. I tell you.” 

Mr. J. Woolf has a fruit stall and 
has been trading in the Lane for the 
past 12 years, “1 don’t think the new 
market will affect us one bit, The 
regular shoppers tike us, they like the 
Lane as it is; and we can always keep 
up with stores in price,” he assured me. 

My interviews with the traders were 


all the time interrupted by shoppers 


and diners (in the restaurants). Trade 
seemed brisk. Whatever the future

A WALK THROUGH WADI 


From MAIER ASHER), 


(The Jewish CHRONICLE Correspondent in Haifa) 


|] have been walking through’ the 
Wadi Salib quarter, the area which 
has been in the news. for the past 
fortnight, and on the consciences of 
Israelis who have succeeded in build- 
ing for themselves a new life, a 
decent home, and a steady income 
during the decade that has passed 
since the emergence of the State. 

The narrow lanes of Wadi Salib, 
with its airless houses built many years 
ago, its bands of children playing 
barefoot on the hot pavement, its 
women, mostly pregnant, carrying a 
baby in their arms, the smell and 
feeling of poverty all around, were 
all proofs that the residents, mostly 
immigrants from North Africa, had 
not succeeded in building for them- 
selves a new life in Israel. What is 
more, their manners and attitudes 
Showed that they have forgotten 
nothing of their past hves and 
learned nothing from the present, 


Thirteen In A Room 


Strolling aimlessly I] entered a house 


in Simtat Ha’Knessiot and knocked. 


on the door of the Ben-Simon family 
who share a flat with other neigh- 
bours. I was met by Mrs. Ben- 
Simon, who told me that her son 
had been detained after the Friday 
riot in the quarter. Hearing I was 
a mewspaper. man, she, in_ her 
ignorance, thought that | would bring 
a solution for all her troubles. And 
they were many. Her husband was 
bedridden with a fractured back.

TOWARDS A GOLDEN AGE 


By Professor SALO BARON 


Our entire historic experience bears 
out the assumption that both the State 
of Israel and the Jewish dispersion 
are here to stay. For any foreseeable 
future we have to reckon with the 
continuation of the perennial dialogue 
between a far-flung Diaspora and an 
ever-growing Jewish home country. 

This ts not to deny the incontro- 
vertible historic fact. that Jew-baiting 
has put an end to many Jewish settle- 
ments,. including some of the great 
centres of Jewish life. Hence many 
observers were led to the conclusion 
that. antisemitism ymust put an end to 
Jewish life everywhere, sooner or 
later, Of course. no careful student 
of history. would venture to predict 
that.a repetition of the Nazi experi- 
ence would be impossible anywhere 
else. But for that very reason he 
would also be wary of predicting that 
such a repetition must. necessarily 
occur... Certainly; wherever the demo- 
cratic ideal is dominant the recogni- 


‘tion that any violent onslaught on 


Jews 18 but a preliminary phase of an 
attack on the very democratic founda- 
tions of society has . been gaining 
ground and has helped to marshal all 
progressive forces on the side of 
equality. 


‘Danger to Survival 


Democracy, to be sure. has created 
another danger to Jewish survival and 
has erected the spectre of total assimi- 
lation. No longer do Jews have to 
give up their faith in order to be 
wholly integrated into the majority 
nations.’ Hence their complete loss 
of identity has become a real. pos- 
However, the record of the 
entire Jewish experience under: both 
Christendom and Islam indicates that. 
while individual Jews still can more 
or less easily disappear, a mass.of 
Jewry could not obliterate jts exis- 
tence even if it took the fatal step of 
conversion to the dominant faiths. In 
reality, the vast majority of Jews, 
young and old, wish to preserve their 
identity for ever and are trying in the 


best way they know to instil in their 
children a pride-in their heritage. 
I realise, of course. that I am thus 


speaking against what had jong been,- 


in certain circles, a widespread belief, 
namely the negatiorm of the Galut, [I 


have long been convinced that’ the 


doctrine of the speedy. disappearance 
of the Jewish dispersion as result 
of antisemitic attacks not only fails 
to carry conviction with the majority 
of younger Jews todav. but that it has 
largely. lost. even its’ propagandistic 
value, The few who might take such 


a threat seriously. would consider its 


imminence -far fess immediate than, 
for example. the danger of hvdrogen 
bombs falling upon their cities.. The 
spectre of. annihilation ought now to 
be replaced by -the genuine: appeal 
exercised upon all thinking Jews by 
the growingly satisfying. beautiful life 
in Israel resurrected. 


Unity Essential 


Under ‘these. circumstances . the 
unity. and co-operation of the Jewish 
people in Israel and elsewhere are.the 
most urgent postulate of our age. 
Lack of such co-operation engendered 
tragic consequences for both the 
Jewish State and the dispersion during 
the Second Commonwealth, an expert- 


ence. which not be. repeated: 


today. 

As. I see the shape things to 
come. Israel will ‘continue with its 
“ingathering of exiles” not only in 
the physical sense. but also in that of 
absorbing the frutts.of world cultures, 


partly canalised. through the Jewish

JERUSALEM 

The Israeli Cabinet, by a majority 
decision, has decided to grant. the 
Scout Movement the right to work 
among children in primary: schools, 
The scouts are the only youth move- 
ment to be allowed to do so. 

This reverses a Government deci- 
sion made earlier this. year, whereby 
all youth movements were forbidden 
to operate inside schools. , This ban 
was intended mainly against youth 
movements affiliated to _ political 
parties. When the Scouts protested 
to Mr. Ben-Gurion that they were a 
different type of organisation a com- 
mittee was set up to examine the 
problem. The Cabinet’s present 
decision is made on the basis of their 
report. The scouts will be allowed 
to work in the schools, and the 
Ministry of Education will contribute 
towards their budget. 

At the same time the Ministry of 
Education has been instructed to 
extend “moral and material aid” to 
the pioneer youth 
attached to the left-wing parties-——to 
enable them to continue their work 
outside the schools.

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CULTURAL 
GENOCIDE ? 


DURING the past few weeks not 
only has an increasing amount of 
reliable information on the worsen- 
ing position of the Jews in the 
Soviet Union become. available 
but there have also. been numerous 
appeals on. their behalf. In. the 
United States Mr. Herbert. B. 
Ehrmann, the President of the 
American Jewish Committee, 
declared a few days ago that in the 
Soviet Union and in some of its 
satellites the Jews “are subject. to 
discrimination and disabilities 
which blight their daily life.” He 
said that the official Russian 
policy. pursued at’ present: actually 
threatens “with -extinction the 
religion. and culture.” 
Prompted by the same anxiety and 
by the sincere desire to help, the 
World Jewish Congress méeting on 


this side. of the. Atlantic issued - 


from Stockholm an equally urgent 
appeal. After Dr. Goldmann had 
reported on the disabilities suffered 
.by the: Jewish minority in the 
U.S.S.R., the fourth plenary 
assembly of the World Jewish Con- 
gress passed a resolution calling on 
the Russian Government to remove 
all restrictions and grant the Jews 
the same rights as are enjoyed by 
other minorities. 

Both these appeals..were moti- 
vated primarily by the age-old soll- 
darity of Jews the world over. But 
they. are also prompted by genuine 
humanitarian feeling and hope of 
convincing the Russian rulers that 
world opinion will never: regard 


the three million Jews under their 
government as enjoying even mini-. 


mum. rights until they have 
restored to them the opportunity 
for preserving their culture and 
religious identity. These minimum 


rights they enjoyed a decade or so" 
ago, and they are now available to 


all other religions and. national 
communities in slowly increasing 
measure. 

No one can, of course, foretell 
the outcome of these simultaneous 
Jewish warnings and appeals. But 
no one can question the appro- 
priateness of their timing. Mr. 
Khruschev’s official visit to the 
U.S.A. and his forthcoming meet- 
ing with President Eisenhower 
offers a fresh and welcome oppor- 
tunity. .which in 
alleviating the position of our 
coreligionists in the Soviet Union. 
But much will depend on the 
manner of approach to this grave 
issue and whether leading Jewish 
organisations outside ‘the Soviet 
Union will'speak on behalf of silent 
Russian Jewry. It is not known 
whether Mr. Khruschev will be 
willing to meet Jewish leaders 
during his forthcoming visit, but it 
is certain that the Russian authori- 
ties are sensitive to world opinion. 

Keenly alive to the fresh oppor- 
tunities which are offered by Mr. 
Khruschev's visit to Washington, 
Dr. Goldmann is reported to have 
initiated a move for joint action 
by leading Jewish organisations. 
But it may be asked whether the 
fourth plenary assembly in Stock- 
holm was the right place and the 
newly re-elected President of the 
World. Jewish. Congress the best 
person to initiate this move. The 
Utopian attempt to bring Soviet 
Jews to the Stockholm assembly 
suggests a certain naiveté on. the 
part of the political department of 
the W.J.C. Could anyone fully 
acquainted with all the various 
‘aspects of the cold war and able 
to assess them imagine that the 
Kremlin, which is spending vast 
millions to win the Arabs and 
which carries on a vicious anti- 
Israel campaign into the bargain, 
would permit a delegation of 
Russian Jews to attend an inter- 
national Jewish gathering such as 
that held in Stockholm? 

This mistaken optimism may 
have been partly responsible for the 
non-attendance of the Hungarian 


Jewish community although they 


are affiliated to the World Jewish 
Congress. 


Reading the reports of Jewish 
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organisations concerned with 
Russian Jewry one gets the impres- 
sion that insufficient thought has 
been given to an analysis of Soviet 
policy in regard to the : Jewish 
minority. It is impossible to for- 


mulate an adequate defence of. 


Russian Jewry unless one js aware 
of the motives behind the Soviet 
Government. Why has the Jewish 
minority been selected for. dif- 
ferential treatment? © Why are 
Christian and Moslem religious 
institutions allowed to continue 
with their work while Jewish 
Organisations are harried and sup- 
pressed ? Is it true that the Soviet 
Government see the Jewish position 
in quite a different light from that 
of, say, the Armenians. or the 
Catholics, and if so, why? § It 
becomes increasingly difficult to 
avoid the conclusion that the 
Jewish community is regarded as 
an irritant in the Soviet Union and 
that the considered policy has been 
adopted of eliminating it as soon 
and as painlessly as possible. Are 
we not in fact faced with a policy 
of cultural genocide ? Until Jewish 
organisations have grappled with 
these ‘questions found the 
answer they will always be ata 
disadvantage in knowing how. to 
handle’. this’ vast. and tragic 
Situation. 

Before any more gaffes are com- 
mitted let the responsible Jewish 
bodies find out why the Russians 
act as they do, and then it will be 
possible to take the fullest -advan- 
tage. of the historic ‘opportunity 
which - will be presented by the 
exchange of visits between. Messrs. 
Fisenhower and Khruschev. 


THE THIRD 
KNESSET . 


THE Israeli electorate will shortly 
be. called on. to. pass . effective 
judgment on the achievements and 
shortcomings. of the Third Knesset 
which. has just closed its final 
session after four decisive years in 
the young State’s history. This 
period witnessed the Sinai victory, 
the tenth-year. celebrations, the 
renewal. of jimmigration from 
Eastern Europe, e¢even if on a 
limited scale, and difficulties. with 
Oriental immigrants. | 
Discussion will inevitably centre 
more on these and other major 
events, and on political and con- 


Stitutional problems, than on its 


legislative activities proper; the 
groundwork. of Israeli legislation 
was laid by ‘its predecessors, and 
only a very strong government 
could hope to alter it radically. 


During the four years of its life, 


it became obvious that the twelve-- 


party Knesset made stable coalition 
government increasingly difficult. 
Sharp differences. of opinion on 
both foreign and domestic policy 
between Mapai and its Left- 


wing partners its break 


up only a. matter of time... This 
was precipitated by withdrawal of 
Clericalist support from the 
Government over the “Who is a 
Jew?” question, a fundamental 
matter of relations between the 
State and religion.

Third in its composition, has lent 
added urgency ‘to the Premier's 
call for electoral reform. which has 
become a major electoral issue. 


The Third Knesset was convened 
under the shadow of the Soviet- 
Egyptian arms. deal and _ Israel’s 
growing tsolation; during its life- 
time the Sinai campaign and vastly 
improved ties with the West have 
led to unquestionable improve- 
ment of Israel’s military and diplo- 
matic position. Feelings of greater 
security, among other things, have 
led to vast improvement in the 
position of Israel’s Arab citizens, 
who form. 10 per cent of her popu- 
lation and an integral part of her 
body politic. 


The shortcomings of the present 
constitutional arrangements — have 


left their mark clearly on Israel's © 
‘economic and social life, as lead- 


ing Government spokesmen have 
admitted. Policies of concessions 
all round have led to over-rapid 
rise in living standards at the 
expense of economic development 
and integration, laying difficulties 
in store for years to come.

EUROPEAN MACCABI 


THE first full-scale. European 
Maccabi Games will begin in 
Copenhagen. next Sunday in the 
presence of a distinguished gather- 
ing, including the Danish Prime 
Minister, who has accepted an 
invitation to become a Patron of 
this Jewish sporting event. The 
Games have captured the imagina- 
tion of athletes all over the 
Continent, and 400 sportsmen and 
women from. eleven countries, 
many. of them of international stan- 
dard, will participate. It is appro- 
priate that our own community, the 
largest in Western Europe, should 
send a particularly strong con- 
tingent and that Israel, although 
outside the geographical limit of the 
Games, should, by special invita- 
tion, be represented by a team of 
top-rank athletes who are at present 
touring Europe.

HE large devastation of the 
City during the years 
created tremendous problems 
in replanning, and it was not until 
some eight years after the war that 
any progress Wags made in replac- 


ing the numerous . buildings 
destroyed. However, this interim 
period allowed. the Planning 


Authorities the opportunity — for 
consideration and proposals for 
dealing with the vast. problems 
These problems. included 
the question of re-zoning, through- 
traffic: and car parking, preserva- 
tion of buildings of historical and 

chitectural merit, etc. It must 
be remembered that the overriding 
consideration of these problems 
means that they were imposed on 
a great City with a long tradition 
and of high prestige.

ezoning takes into account the 
consideration Of. the siting of 
offices, warehouses, shops, and the 
novel proposal of providing 
residential areas. In the case of. 
office space, of which six million 
square feet was lost during the war, 
the development has been very 
much on the increase, although 
there was an attempt at decentrali- 
sation, for which there appears to 
be, in the main, general reluctance.

require new. buildings with 
increased mechanisation, and. with 
greater consideration for the com- 
fort of the employees than was 
considered to be reasonable in 
pre-war office developments. This 
shows itself by a greater net floor 
area allowance .per person. This 
greater latitude has its obvious 
effect on the economics of land 
values and building costs, and calls 
for great initiative by the architect 
in the planning of office buildings. 


Need for Flexibility 


In order to satisfy client require- 
ments alone, the planning of the 
office buildings has to take into 
consideration the avoidance of 
wasteful space, good natural and 
artificial lighting, efficient: heating 
and ventilation, and freedom from 
noise, both from internal and 
external sources. Office buildings 
called for flexibility in the planning 
of open floors and the research 
into techniques that make both for 
Structurally sound buildings and 
for speed in erection. To these con- 
siderations must be added the 
utmost regard for. the materials, 
both internally externally, 
which can be easily cleaned and 
maintained with due ‘economy. 
The architect was, therefore, faced 
with the challenge to provide new 
expressions and progressive ideas, 
whether for the owner-occupier or 
the speculative developer. 

In the rebuilding of the City the 
architect, in addition to providing 
the best technical services for the 


buildings, is faced with satisfying 


the many Town Planning and 
statutory requirements, which can 
have a great influence on good 
planning and the economy of such. 
In considering all these various

factors the architect has the over- 
riding responsibility to the City, 
and indeed to the public, to pro- 
vide a building of beauty and 
grace, and of neighbourly 
sympathy. In this respect in 
important areas of the City the 
architect also has to satisfy the 
non-governmental authorities. In 
the case of one of my own build- 
ings in the St.. Paul’s area I have 


had to obtain the blessing of the 


Fine Arts Commission, the Chapter 
of St. Paul’s, and. the London 
Society. 
It is as well to consider the 
abnormal amount of thought given 
by the London County Council, 
the City Corporation, the architect, 
the surveyor, the engineer, and the 
building contractors before work 
on an. actual. building can 
begin, and such other difficulties 
as easements, of party walls, of 
reasonable access to the building 
sites, and of disturbance to neigh- 
bouring buildings by building 
activities.

AST. changes. have taken 

place in our capital city over 
| the last ten years, and greater 
ones will follow. Already the out- 
line of things to come is increas- 
ingly noticeable. 
office blocks, of new. construction, 
methods, and materials, are spring- 
ing up, blocks of flats are soaring 
higher than ever before, new roads 
incorporating underpasses and _ fly- 
overs are beginning to appear on 
the scene to cope with the ever 
increasing motor traffic, factories 
are moving to new and expanded 
towns, taking their workers to live 
in fine homes with gardens ; parks 
and open spaces are being laid out 
in areas where previously none 
existed, and well-designed modern 
schools are providing a stimulating 
and pleasing environment for our 


younger -generation. 


Planned Co-operation 


These developments are not 
creations of accident but are. the 
result of planned co-operation. 
Town planning in this country 
fully reflects the democratic pro- 
cess of the British way of life. A 
local planning authority is required 
by statute to draw up a develop- 
ment plan for its area showing 
how .it expects to see the land 
developed over the next twenty 
years, to ensure the best economic 
and. social use.of that land. 
plan seeks to create good living 
and working conditions for the 
population, to preserve the best of 
our heritage, and to remedy the 
numerous defects. It attempts to 
further commercial and industrial 
interests and make our cities places 
of beauty rather than squalid con- 
gested nightmares, and to prevent 
the desecration of our countryside. 
But this plan, drawn up for the 
uitimate benefit of the community, 
is not implemented in any authori- 


tarian fashion, but allows sufficient | 
freedom and flexibility to archi-. 


tects to ensure variety and interest, 
and caters for the rights of 
developers while. protecting the 
public from all the evils of 
unplanned ventures. | 

In America in the past planning 


was frowned upon as a concomit-

ant of “Socialist’’ ideas a 
curtailment -of the hbertyv. of ‘the 
mdividual, but more. and more it 
is accepted as. not only desirable 
but necessary to ensure the. proper 
use. of land, to prevent congestion 
and obsolescence in the heart ot 
the big cities, and to call a hait-to 
the. unplanned suburban. sprawl 
encroaching on the countryside. 
Nevertheless, many: planners “in 
America still seem to work in a 
vacuum, without . necessary 
authority to enforce their ideas. 
On the other end of: the scale, 
the. new towns. growing up under 
Communist influence in East Ger- 
many are regimented and planned 
to the last detail: Homes, jobs, 
schools, parks, hostels, shops, etc., 
fall neatly -into place; but the 


result is too often dull. and un-. 


exciting—a_ criticism which has 
also been levelled at some of our 
own new towns. 

The development plan for 
London envisages reasonable 
amount of control to ensure decent 
standards without restricting or 


hampering the creative efforts of: 


our architects. When a new build- 
ing goes up in London which may 
not appeal to everyone, people 
grumble and ask why the Planning 
Authority has not used its powers 
to secure. a_ better .architectural 
treatment; but taste is an 
individual matter, and [| personally 
would regret the day when any 
bureaucratic body sought to 
impose its own arbitrary taste on 
the public. If we seek a higher 
architectural standard, which we 
should; it must be the developers 
and the architects in conjunction 
with the planning authority who 
must be responsible for raising 
these standards. 


Legacy of the Past 


The need for planning 1s 
obvious. It should not be neces- 
sary to recall the results of the 
industrial revolution in__ this 
country, as unfortunately many of 
the appalling after-effects are still 
with us. Congestion over- 


crowding were rampant in our new 


manufacturing centres. Cheap, 
insanitary dwellings were hurriedly 
erected, often in the shadow of the 
factories themselves, Fields and 
open spaces were built upon in 
such a way as to deprive future 


generations of “ breathing spaces,” 
condemning thousands to live with- ©

The Investment Market

T is true to say that rarely has 

the Property Investment Market 

been so active as at the present 
time. The removal of credit restric- 
tions, coupled with the lowering 
of the Bank. Rate, -resulted in 
an unprecedented demand for first- 
class investments, Insurance com- 
panies, Institutional buyers, and 
Property. Companies, both public 
and private, all have funds which 
they wish to invest in property, and

together with. not 
inconsiderable private funds avail- 
able, amount to considerable 
sum per annum, On the few occa- 
sions when large estates have come 
on to the market and a date has 
been anhounced for auction they 
have almost invariably changed 
hands in one lot before auction. 
The type of investment most 
after is undoubtedly the 
multiple shop let.on a full repair- 
insuring lease, and the 
demand for good shops far exceeds 
the supply. | 
There is also a great demand for 
well-let. modern office buildings in 
the West End and City; particularly 
where these are let to one substan- 
tial tenant. Newly. built properties

buyers, and the return on capital 
which purchasers have been content 
to accept has, in many cases, been 
surprisingly small. Older build- 


ings, however, are not so much tn. 


demand, except where a high-yield 
is offered or the property. has 
prospects of redevelopment. 


Repairing Leases 


One type of investment which is 


regaining its popularity now that. 


credit restrictions have. been 
removed is that whereby occupying 
owners sell their Freehold or long 
Leasehold interest subject to the 
grant to them of a full repairing 


and. insuring lease at an equitable 


rent. This type of transaction has 
a twolold result inasmuch as. it 
provides the vendor with additional 
capital and thereby adds to the 
security of the investment. 

Blocks of flats built between the 
wars continue to be in constant 
demand, particularly as there is the 
chance of capital appreciation by 
the sale of individual flats for 


occupation, a form of transaction 


which was practically unknown in 
this country prior to the war, but 
is now becoming increasingly popu- 
lar. Pre-war estates of houses and 
maisonettes are in ever. shorter 
supply, and those that do become 
available obtain very high prices. 
Here, again, the factor of capital 
appreciation is involved, as it is 
possible to negotiate sales to 
the sitting tenants at very favour- 
able prices, and there is also the 
possibility of sales with vacant 
possession when tenants move out.

Route Il as planned in_ relation 
to a. residential. and commercial 


area, with the modern ideas of 
elevated pedestrian ways which are 
considered of practical. use jn 
resolving pedestrian movement. 
The latest plan of the redevelop- 
ment of the Barbican area is. for 
a residential area -incorporating 
schools, a concert hall. and hotel. 
Flats accommodating some 2.000. 
are proposed for middle-. and 
upper-income groups, and the 
flats, together with the hotel. will 
no doubt also cater for business 
executives. This would be a big 
break with a city of purely com- 
merce, but not entirely original.. As 
Route 11 is being completed, new 
buildings are planned, and some 
are already going up; but, of 
course, the completion of this 
Route does depend on the eco- 
nomics. of compulsory purchase. 

In order to cope with the prob- 
lem of car-parking the City 
Corporation, apart from Route 1}, 
have in mind multi-storage 
garages,.and it ts hoped that two 
such buildings for 500 cars ‘each 
will be erected this year at. the 
east of Southwark Bridge and in 
Aldersgate. 


- Historic Buildings 


It has obviously. been desirable 


in the City to preserve historical 
buildings of merit, and many 
Livery Halls and Churches are 


being rebuilt. But inevitably some 


buildings of interest must. dis- 


- appear to allow for replanning. In 


this respect one can but deplore 
the loss of the Great Synagogue 
in Duke's Place, which has caused 
so much: interest-in recent. times. 

It is of particular interest to 
note that in all this redevelopment 
of the City about 15 per cent of 
the new buildings have been the

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INTERIOR DESIGN 


By LEONARD MANASSEH* 
NTERIOR design covers a wide 
field. This. article attempts 
briefly to deal with one aspect 

Only—the interior design of build- 
ings; and that only in. general 
lerms. It is written from the stand- 
point of an architect. I say this 
advisedly, because to me it. is. 
axiomatic that the designer of 
interiors, whether architect or. not, 
should have a sympathetic under- 
Standing of architecture. No archi- 
tect, for instance, can easily ignore 
the implications of form and struc- 
ture, though the influence they exert 
may not necessarily be - stressed. 
Nor is this article concerned with 
the fashionable prettifying or 
Styling” of interiors. The natural 
demand for this sort of thing can 
be, and is, met by professional and 
amateur decorators, who, however 
talented. and. tasteful; are rarely 
inhibited by such considerations as 
the architecture of the building. 


Applied Decoration 


The. desire. to embellish the 
Interiors in which he lives must be 


as Old aS man himself: The earliest. 


attempts at embellishment consisted 
of the definition or emphasis of the 
butlding’s structure... This has 
nearly always been the basis. of 
successful interior design. Applied 


decoration not. necessarily 


excluded. Every period of. archi- 
tecture can show examples. where 
applied decoration serves subtly to 
underline the shape and. form of 


the building. 


The Industrial’ Revolution, and 
the speeding up of communications 
which was one of its results, had 
its effect.on interior design. as on 
other. arts. It was largely respon- 
sible, to my mind, for nineteenth- 
century eclecticism. in the arts, 
which, for obvious reasons, was more 
pronounced in interior design than 
in the exterior of buildings. 

This is not to say that eclecticism 
was entirely a product of the nine- 
teenth century, but it  floyrished 
then. It. is. a symptom of. the 
natural decline that is the end of 
all artistic cycles, especially where 
external. influences occur. too 
rapidly assimilation. The 
machine came. before man was 
artistically ready for it. It. was not 
at once. the liberator of the arts 
which it should have been, and 
which we are now slowly realising 
it- to be : it merely destroyed the 
craftsman, till then the “governor” 
of the arts. Easier communication. 
then, and the rapid jnter-dissemina- 
tion. of styles and. fashions com- 
pleted the process, and because the 
artist could: only think in terms of 
handicraft the nineteenth century 
saw his demoralisation, except for 
a few struggling consciences like 
William Morris (who had his. own 
delusions), Voysey, and Mackintosh. 

The pioneering work of Voysey 
and. Mackintosh continued into the 
early part of the twentieth century, 
but their influence and Morris's was 
indirect. They . heralded the 
modern return to basic principles, 
the. modern preoccupation. with 
materials. for their own sakes, and 
the return to the idea that buildings 
are an integrated whole. 


New Machine Aesthetic 


This blindness of the British to 
the possibilities of their own 
imaginative genius is well known. 
Consider the Crystal Palace ¢ of 
LSS1. Here, in front of their noses, 
tangibly present unrealised, 
was the new machine esthetic : 
it took nearly’ three generations 
before the lesson was learnt, and 
then not here in England. It was 
left to architects jn Holland and 
Germany to realise the potential of 
the machine, not only for buikling 
but for interior design. One of the 
greatest of these, Mies van der 
Rohe, is now in America and 
famous for buildings and interiors 
of classic simplicity. | 

In new buildings it is nearly 
always preferable that the architect 
should design, or at least control, 
the design of the interiors: in any 
event there should be close colla- 
boration with the interior designer.

out sun or natural light. Roads 
consisted of endless tangled alley- 
ways originally built for hand- 
carts. London’s plan seeks to 
remedy these defects, preserve 
what is best of its character, and 
create new comprehensively 
planned areas. The decentralisa- 
tion of industry, with a _ corre- 
sponding reduction in population, 
is a fundamental principle of the 
plan. On. redevelopment the num- 
ber of persons to the acre, the 
amount of open space per thou- 
sand of the population, the neces- 
sary amount of local employment, 
the required number of schools, 
are carefully examined. Over the 
twenty-year period of the plan, 
which was. approved in 1955, the 
population aimed at is 3,250,000 
for the County of London. 


The London Blitz 


The blitz on London, with all its. 


grim destruction,. nevertheless had 
compensations. for the planners. 
Vast areas in the East End and the 
City, scenes of. desolation, called 
out for reconstruction, and from 
the void of ruin today new 
communities are emerging. incor- 
porating the planning standards 
referred to earlier in new homes. 
A “ ground: pattern” of roads and 
walks, based on a system of segre- 


gated traffic, in which pedestrians. 


and shoppers will go about their 
business on a podium twenty feet 
above the vehicular traffic, is 
planned. Blocks of flats of thirty 
storeys or more will provide homes 
for thousands of people who prefer 
to live centrally rather than suffer 
the agonies of a daily journey to 
work on an over-crowded transport 
system. Hotels, hostels, sports 
centre, vast open-air gardens, will 
link up with a cultural centre built 
round a new School of Music and 
Drama, comprising a library, art 
gallery. and restaurant, a theatre 
and concert hall. 

Apart from the responsibility of 
securing better working and living 
conditions, the Planning Authority 
must plan a good road system for 
its area. By creating new roads, 


improving existing ones; removing - 
bottlenecks, enforcing car parking. 


Standards for new © buildings, 


‘encouraging the erection of multi- 


storey garages, in conjunction with 
parking meters and strict police 
enforcement combined with traffic 
regulations, it is hoped to combat 
the. major problem of the increas- 
ing number of cars on our roads. 


To keep the traffic ‘moving and . 


the roads clear of parked cars Is 
one of the headaches of modérn 
civilisation common to all big 
cities, but problems are not always 
comparable, and London 


perhaps one of the most difficult 


cities to tackle from this point of 


view, We have not the advantage . 


of Paris, with its wide gracious 
boulevards, or even New York, 
which ‘is a comparatively modern 
city. Our history goes back for 
centuries and accounts for a good 
deal of London’s charm. Despite 
the convenience motorists would 
derive from urban motorways cut- 
ting through the heart of our City, 
only'a vandal would agree to sacri- 


ficing any of the amenities and. 


beauty of London for this purpose. 
Financial Questions 


Finance, of course, is always a 
limiting factor. Successive Govern- 


ments have failed to live up to. 


their responsibilities to provide 
adequate grants to improve the 
roads. It is only after constant 
pressure from the L.C.C. that we 
are now in a position to plan some 
years ahead to improve some of 
our worst bottlenecks. Within the 
next two years it will be possible 
to drive from an altered and 
enlarged Piccadilly Circus to the 
vast roundabout and underpass 
at Hyde Park Corner, on through 
the Knightsbridge roundabout, 
along the widened Brompton Road 
to the new Cromwell Road exten- 
sion, over the fly-over at Hammer- 
smith Broadway, and then to the 
new West Road and Chiswick 
fly-over to London Airport. 

With roadwork of this kind the 
surrounding lands have to be 
redeveloped and the face of 
London will soon have a different 
look at these points. Already 
some of our familiar landmarks 
are disappearing and are being 
replaced by new ones. 

This is one way in which the 


Planning Committee has sought to 
improve the western exit from 
London. A_ changed Marble 
Arch to a widened Notting Hill 
Gate, and a new Westway link is 
another. Elephant and Castle—a 


major gateway to the south—is 


again an example of a new planned 
area for London. It is not possible 
to mention the numerous schemes 
throughout the County which are 
now receiving this type of atten- 
tion, or to go into any great detail 
of principles and finance. Creating 
a new South Bank, maintaining a 
lively central area, seeking the 
segregation of industry from 
housing, the improvement of 
traffic congestion, rectifying the 
insufficiency. of open space within 
the County and preserving the 
Green Belt round London, tack- 
ling slum clearance, redeveloping 
new houses and rehabilitating old 
ones, preserving theatres and 
historic buildings, creating schools 
and bridges and dealing with 
twelve thousand private applica- 
tions a year for permission. to 
develop—these are just some of the 
things which occupy the attention 
of the Town Planning Committce 
of the London County Council. 


Role of the Public 


A greater appreciation of this 
work by the general public would 


be of enormous value in enabling 


a planning committee to carry out 
its task. We are, after all, trying 
to work for the greater health, 
happiness, and welfare of the 
people,. and not, as is sometimes 
said, to frustrate the individual. 
If it comes to a conflict between 
the interests of a private developer 
and the general good, the commu- 


nity must come first. Planners try 


to accommodate both, and in a 
spirit of negotiation and ‘co-opera- 
tion I believe that we can succeed 
in making our capital city and the 
heart. of . the. Commonwealth a 
place to be proud of, gracious and 
healthy for the millions who live 
and work within her boundaries, 
beautiful and of endless fascination 
for her visitors.

Danger to Civilisation 


On. May 22, 1933, an appeal was 
issued over. the names of. forty- 
three of. the most. distinguished 
British men of science and learning, 
for the danger to was 
immediately appreciated in such 
circles. That this view was so 
early vocal was very largely due to 
Lord. . Beveridge himself. . Thus 
came into being the Academic 
Assistance. Council. Its first meet- 
ng was held in the rooms of the 
Royal Society, which gave jt hospi- 
tality. for many years. first 
academic refugees. from Germany 
were mainly Jews, but it soon 
became evident. that. the attack 
on learning was not only on. those 
of Jewish origin, and it soon became 
wider than a German movement.

No Despondency Among 


Bulgarian Jews 


BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 


N the course of a journey by car 
to Istanbul, my wife and J] 
found ourselves in Sofia, Bul- 
garia’s interesting capital. From 
our hotel, the - Balkan—a large, 
ponderous building centrally sited 
among others of similar pomposity 
-——-we could see a fascinating sky- 
line of domes and minarets. These 


conjured up visions of the move- 


ments. of peoples, invasions, and 
occupations which have figured so 
greatly in Bulgarian ‘history. 
The Jews living in Bulgaria also 
have a history of wanderings. When

population. 

In. the vestibule we saw a show- 
case filled with old relics. Among 
them .were. richly. embroidered 
garments, which. gloriously 
adorned brides at. wedding cere- 
monies held in. medieval days. 
These evoked the poignant thought 
that Jews had so often taken deep 
roots. in countries. only to. be 
cruelly uprooted. by. newcomers 
with far fewer claims by virtue of 
history. 

There are. not many Jews now 
left in Bulgaria. The community 
probably totals between 5,000 and

the Jews were expelled from: Spain, 
many went to Morocco. From 


there a great number’ drifted. to 


Constantinople, the hub of the 
Ottoman Empire, and thence to the 
Balkans. These Jews continued to 


speak the Spanish spoken at the. 


time of the exile, which is quite 
different from modern Spanish. 
One can even today meet Jews in 
various parts of the Balkans who 
still speak to one. another in 
medieval Spanish. 

There is a massive dome on 
central skyline which 
attracts the visitor’s attention. On 
investigation this proved to belong 
{o a synagogue, which stands on a 
busy street. corner facing a covered 
market. It is a truly magnificent 
and remarkable building. But when 
we came there we found it bolted 
and barred and somewhat neglected 
looking. 
a passer-by, who turned out to be 
a Spanish-speaking Jew. He led us 
in through a side door, and we 
were shown into a rather. over- 
heated office, its wall lined with 
well-filled bookcases. Here we met 
Dr. A. Hananel, the Chief Rabbi 
of Bulgaria, and his learned 
assistant, Mr. Eli Eskenazt. They 
willingly showed us the interior of 
the great synagogue. This, shabby 
and neglected though it was, still 
took our breath away. 


A Hundred Lamps 


What a prosperous community 
there must have been in Sofia in 
1909 to have erected such a magni- 
ficent synagogue! When the lights 
were switched on, a_ great 
chandelier that had been brought 
specially from Vienna glowed with 
a hundred lamps. We must have 


looked sadly at the emptiness and 


neglect around us, for Rabbi 
Hananel informed us that next 
year the building would be restored 
and brought back to its former 
glory. The synagogue had been 
damaged by Allied bombing in 
1943—but in spite of this it is still 
the finest I have seen anywhere. 
At the moment services are held 
in the synagogue only during the 
summer. Heating such a building 
has, up till now, presented too great 
a problem. But apparently the 
Bulgarian Government is now pre- 
pared to restore and to maintain 
this great building. A fact which 


must be a source of great satis-. 


We made inquiries from. - 


6,000. Since the recent relaxations 
on emigration, about 45,000 Bul- 
garian Jews have left for Israel and 
Other countries. They could not 
forget what Europe had done to 
them. Some young people will 
remain. They are becoming inte- ; 
grated into the new life of the 
State. 

With all this dwindling of the 
community, one might imagine that 
Dr..Hananel and his staff would 
be looking sad and despondent and 
find little purpose leit in life. But 
they were, on the contrary, brim- 
ming over with enthusiasm and 
justifiable pride at great work well 


‘done, and the prospect of much 


more to follow. This is caused by 
the fact that the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment—emerging from difficult 


days—is now finding. time’ and 
money to devote to cultural 
matters. It is doing remarkable 


work in excavating, restoring, and 
maintaining ancient. buildings and 
monuments, and is also encourag- 


ing historical and literary research. — 


Hebrew Library 


Rabbi Hananel has been com- 


missioned. by the Bulgarian 
Government to investigate, cata- 
logue; and translate the more 


important volumes in the Hebrew 
library in Sofia. This library con- 
tains some remarkable manuscripts 
and books many hundreds of years 
old. So far Dr. Hananel and his 
assistant, Mr. Eskenazi, have com- 
pleted four 600-page volumes, and 
two more volumes are in 
preparation. 

These books are mainly transla- 
tions into Bulgarian of ancient 
manuscripts, with extensive notes 
and commentaries added in 
Russian and French. The manu- 
scripts are mostly — rabbinical 
responsa~-which reveal the Jewish 
thought and knowledge of their 
time. The books are amply iilus- 
trated with photographic reproduc- 
tions of the manuscripts. One of 
these is the copy of a page from 
a manuscript entitled Sepher 
Mitzvot Gadolot” which was 
written by a Rabbi Moshe Kusi in 
the eleventh century, and copied on 
parchment in the thirteenth century. 

Rabbi Hananel and his associates 
now constitute a branch of the Bul- 
garian Academy of Literature. As 
fine and dedicated. scholars they 
have a lifetime of useful labour 
before them.

shape. For at that early age he 
was appointed Honorary Secretary 
of the local congregation. Eight 
years later he was ably filling the 


réle of Chairman, and before he 
left Dundee he had established a 
fund for the building of a 
synagogue, 

Glasgow, of course, has been 
the scene of his most fruitful 
work. As a young man he settled 
on Clydeside, and entered the 
wine. and spirit trade. His busi- 
ness prospered, and he became the 
first Jew in this country to own a 
distillery. 

But business never claimed all 
his energy and enthusiasm. Many 
communal organisations in the 
city are indebted to him for his 
qualities of leadership and 
acumen. Foremost among these 
is the Glasgow Jewish Board of 
Guardians. He joined the Board 
in 1910, and for 44 years—37 of 
them as Treasurer-—he laboured 
unceasingly to build up its fin- 
ances. 

When he retired from the 
Board just over four years ago 
the society, of which he is still 
Hon. President, held a dinner in 
his honour, at which he was pre- 
sented with an illuminated address, 
his portrait in oils, and an album 
containing the names of 24 com- 
munal organisations with whom 
he has been actively associated 
during his career. on 
| Sir Maurice’s handsome contri- 
tions to Jewish and non-Jewish 
causes indicate his consideration 
of the needs of all classes of 
Institutions. And to his large 
benefactions must be added the 
countless donations and _ gifts 
which are never publicised.

| also has the knack of being able

HILLEL HOUSE 
STAYS OPEN

Hillel House, like most of its regu- 
lar student population, is at present 
on. holiday. But, unlike many. com: 
parable institutions, the Housé is at 


the disposal. of student © visitors 
throughout the summer. (with the 
exception. of. its official break” 


during the first fortnight in August), 
although no -planned programme 
operating. 

Mr. Henry Shaw, the Director. told 
me that Hillel House. has. continued 
during the summer holidays to pro- 
vide meals, sleeping accommodation. 
and a traditional Sabbath for 
hundreds of students from Israel, the 
U.S.A., and the Commonwealth who 
were visiting or passing through Lon- 
don. (It was the only place, he added, 
where Israelis could be sure of obtain- 
ing a copy of * Haaretz” every day.) 
There was a constant demand for the 
17. beds in the. Hillel House dormi- 
tories—so much so that they had to 
be booked in advance. . 

Officially, Hillel’ House is due to 
open its doors again. next Monday, 
but there is a possibility that the holi- 
break” may “have ‘to be 
extended. An explosion in a coffee- 
machine recently brought down -the 
ceiling of the refectory, and workmen 
are still engaged in repairing. the 
damage.

HE Government has recently 
asked. the country’s training 
colleges to expand by 50 per 

cent within the next four years. 
How

Training Colleges 


Yet there must be hundreds of 
young Jewish men and women 
who, did they. but. know. jt, would 
find teaching an absorbing career. 


There are some. training 
colleges in’ the country, mostly 
maintained by local education 


authorities.! These offer a two-year 
non-graduate .course (though as 
from September, 1960, this will be 
extended to three years): The age 
of entry for students is 18. As a 
minimum. . academic standard 
students are required to have five 
passes-in any subjects at the Ordi- 
nary level of the General Certifi- 
-cate of Education.. But variations, 
such as: three passes at O-level, 
plus. another subject at Advanced 
level, are also acceptable — entry 
qualifications. 

Grant aid js avatiable-for recog- 
nised students according to their 
parents’ means, comprising © at 
maximum full remission: of college 
tullion and boarding fees as well 
as 4 grant for personal and travel- 
ling expenses.?

The World and the Vision

character is a young Jew,. intensels 


aware of the beauty and joy of life, 
and bewildered at the Jewish fate. 
The difference is that, whereas in 
Anne Frank the tragedy that engulfs 
her emerges from an evil external 
force, the tragedy of Whither?" is 
that the Jewish tradition itself, experi- 
enced with the utmost intensity, could 
create a crisis of despair in someone 
who wanted it in its purest form to be 
his whole life. and vet knew at the 
same time that to be alive was not, 
1ultimately. to be Jewish but simply to 
be alive. Tt is a story that reflects 
the experience, in less extreme form, 
of millions of Jews of the Western 
world, pulled in two ways by the 
Jewish and non- ~Jewish backgrounds. 


No Compromise 


- But in the novel there is no room 
for compromise, Nachman, living in 
a small Polish town at the turn of 
the century, is a student whose feel- 
ings of awe at the visions of the Sages 
and the real presence of God are as 
unrestrained as his longing to 
identify with the simple world of 
nature. At one level his life is pro- 
ceeding happily. along the pre- 
arranged path: he studies the Torah 


and Talmud: he believes: he is in 
love. .But his mind struggles cease- 
lessly with the problem of Jewish 


existence, and the crisis mounts until. 
without any conscious decision. he 
commits a sacrilege at a holy moment 
ir the Yom Kippur Service. After 
that. ka “Jachwman the Madman. 


touched with the finger of God and 


beyond the world. Towards the end. 
he. sees a vision of work on the soil 
of Palestine as the solution: but he 
himself cannot do more than rhapso- 
dise. Like the author, who died in 
1899 at the age of 25 and whose inner 
life “this novel must reflect—he - is 
doomed by his own conflict, leaving 
us only with the poelry of the dream.

“BEN HUR” FILM

COLOUR PROBLEM 


Many a play about the Jewish 
artisan class has proved to be only 
vaguely concerned with the “ Jewish 
problem,” and in the same way 
A Raisin In The Sun at the Adelphi, 
a play about coloured people -in 
Chicago, is only vaguely concerned 
with the colour problem. Primarily 
it tells of a working-class family 
whose younger people pine for better 
living conditions and better opportu- 
nities. .

A most interesting aspect of Israeli 
music comes to the fore this week— 
that of the military concert party, the 
equivalent more or less of our war- 
time Ensa troupes. The. Northern 
Command Troupe is one of the most 
popular -in Israel—as popular it 
seems with the civilian population as 
with the forces. In “ Biglal Masmer ” 
(Oh, for a Nail), their latest show 
recorded here by Hed Arzi (AN 12- 
43) we see why. The Troupe, con- 
sisting of four boys and four. girls 
accompanied only by accordian and 


‘guitar, have vitality and a sense of 


un as well as good singing to com- 
mend them. The music is light and 
distinctive with a little of the folk- 
song flavour. The lyrics (in Hebrew) 
are simple and at times witty, and the 
whole has an air of gay abandon. 
IL recommend this record to all who 
wish to hear. a_ hitherto untapped 
source of Israeli music.

THE minor Festival of the fifteenth 
of Ab was once one of the happiest 
days in- ‘the ..Jewish. year. .. The 
Talmud tells) us that) the young 
maidens of Jerusalem, dressed in 
white, danced. merrily in -the . vine- 
yards and invited the young men to 
choose their brides. “Do not look 
for beauty.” they sang, “but rathe: 
for good. family background, for 
Grace. is. deceitful and beauty is vain,’ 
but a woman that feareth the Lord, 
shie shall he praised. (Proverbs 
30)." Among the. reasons suggested 
by the rabbis for the origin of this 
festivity are the following. 

in Temple times kindling-wood was 
given nine times annually by. the 
priests and people to be used in the 
burning of sacrifices. The offering 
made on the fifteenth of Ab: was 
the last for some months, as it was 
Midsummer. Day when, because of 
the intense heat. the people stopped 
hewing wood in the forest. . Having 
fulfilled their voluntary but” sacred 
tasks for the year the people, together 
with the priests. and. Levites, cele- 
brated the. occasion as a day. of 
rejoicing. 
* * * 

A number of historical events. are 
also. said to have taken place: on this 
day.

(A Chassidic Story) 


By Rabbi Dr. H. RABINOWICZ 


AHMAN was only a baby 

when his parents and all 

his brothers and sisters were 
murdered in a pogrom by. the 
Chmelnicki gang, a band of savage 
peasants who robbed and killed the 
Jews indiscriminately. It was not 
out of mercy that they. spared the 
child, but “only because their 
insensate fury they overlooked the 
little boy, who was fast asleep in 
his cot. 

The local landowner was.a kind 
and gentle man who took a real 
interest in the farmers and villagers 
on his estate. Nahman’s parents 
had’ been personal friends of his, 
and he had had a great respect for 
the family, whom he knew to be 
honest and God-fearing.

Immigration and Peace 


New immigrants from many lands 
came to the State of Israel in recent 
years. Why do (we) call them “ olim” 
(ascenders) ? Is Israel higher than all 
the countries of the world ? 

In the days of the Bible, when the 
world was “smaller,” Eretz Yisrael was 
really higher than the _ neighbouring 
lands, both Babylon and Egypt. Our 
patriarch Abraham ascended from 
Aram-Naharayim, and our forefathers 
descended to Egypt. 

And today ? Is a person who comes 
from the Himalayan Mountains to live 


in Israel also an “ascender”? Yes, if 
not physical, then in spirit. And a 
Jew who leaves the country. to _ live 


abroad is called in Israel a ** descender.” 

From where do the new immigrants 
come ? They ascend from many lands, 
and they speak many languages, They 
do not understand one another, and 
they need a common language. 

The first word they hear in the 
country is: Shalom (peace). And_ this 
is the first common word, and perhaps 
the most important word of all. The 
immigrant hears this word a great deal: 
in the morning, at noon; and in the 
evening, when he goes and when he 
comes. 

This is the great blessing in Hebrew, 
this the prayer of the Jewish people in 
its land, the prayer for peace in Israel 
and in the entire world.

ACQUISITIONS 


As ‘reported at the last - Annual 
General Meeting ‘the old-established 
business of Dobsons~ Datries Limited 
was acquired at the end of July, 1958. 
This well-known business has been in 
operation in the Manchester area since 
1900. 

Since the end of the year under 
review your Company has acquired the 
share capital. of Independent Dairies 
Limited, but as the acquisition took place 
after the- year under. review, 1 will deal 


wih it at greater length next year. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 


The Group's capital expenditure pro- 
gramme. has continued at a high rate. 
During the year it totalled £2,064,000. in 
cash compared with £1,779,000 in. the 
previous year. This’ money has been 
applied in development of the .Com- 
pany’s business, further modernisation of 
its methods, and in normal replacement 
of. assets. 

In the north of England, the. sixth 
bottlin and processing depot was 
officially opened. at Wakefield by the 
Mayor of the City. This represents the 
latest word in dairy mechanisation. 

_ The: new central warehouse and pro- 
vision store were completed during the 
ear and I venture to suggest that we 
bid at South Ruislip two of the most 
up-to-date warehouses inthe country. 
One. of these supplies goods fdr sale, 
and general stores, to more than 400 
of your Company’s branches, and the 
other supplies the’ needs of 21 super- 


markets. Both warehouses are equipped 
with the latest mechanical — handling 
appliances. The new _ butter-packing 


department is nearing completion and 
should be in operation within the next 
week or two. A new pasteurising and 
bottling dairy, the seventh in London, 
is being erected on the same site at 
South Ruislip. When this has been 
completed there will be concentrated on 
the one site five major departments of 
the Company; spread over 11} acres of 
ground. 

During the year the Company's 
bottling depot at Brentford has been 
-re-equipped with high-speed fillers: and 
mechanical de-crating re-craiing 
devices. 

I mentioned last year at the request 
of the Milk Marketing Board the Com- 
pany was constructing a cheese factory 
of considerable size at. Appleby in 
Westmorland. This has now almost 
been completed and has indeed already 
started to operate. Its total cost will 
be in the region of £750,000. In addi- 
tion to these major items there have

Arab Refugees’ Plight 


Regarding the Middle East, the 
assembly carried a resolution urging 
the adoption of constructive measures 
to deal with the plight of refugees, 
whose tragedy was. being exploited by 
Arab States for the inhuman purpose 
of keeping alive the hate campaign 
against the State of Israel. The 
resolution paid tribute to the Israeli 
Government for having done its 
utmost to alleviate the suffering of 
Arab. refugees and for allowing many 
to return.

every opportunity to air his views in 
the assembly and in committees. 
Mr. Israel Sieff’s report proposing 


a far-reaching reorganisation of the 


machinery of the W.J.C. and the 
removing of. its headquarters from 
New York to London or Geneva was 
another subject widely discussed, but 
it failed to win the support of the 
assembly, particularly that of 
American participants, 

- Nor was much headway made on 
the issue of closer co-operation 
between Ashkenazim and Sephardim. 
a pet subject elaborated with much 
skill and feeling by Dr. I. Schwarzbart. 
Considering that this discussion took 
place against the background of the 
Haifa riots and subsequent dis- 
turbances in Israel, delegates sur- 
prisingly evinced only a mild interest 
in the matter.

CHIEF RABBINATE 
CHOICE 


JERUSALEM 
Rabbi Unterman, of Tel Aviv,’ has 
asked his supporters not to promote 
his candidature for the post of Israeli 
Chief. Rabbi. He has said that he 
favours Rabbi Soloveitchik, of 
America, for the position, and would 
be unwilling to oppose him, if the 

latter announced his candidature. 
The choice of a successor to Dr. 
Herzog. has thus been narrowed 
down to two people, Rabbi. Soloveit- 
chik and Rabbi Shlomo Goren, the 
Chief Rabbi of the Israeli Army. 


While the latter enjoys political back- 


ing and would be welcomed by the 
progressive religious elements, Rabbi 
Soloveitchik is destined to be the 
choice in rabbinical circles, whose 
representatives form two-thirds of 
the electors, 

Rabbi Soloveitchik is the head of 
the Talmudic Department at. Yeshiva 
University, New York. He is also 
the President of the Halacha Com- 
mission of the Rabbinical Council in 
America. Last year,. when Dr. 
Herzog was indisposed, he was asked 
to accept an interim appointment, but 
he refused. A deputation of promi- 
nent Israelis is now ‘drawing up a 
petition to Rabbi Soloveitchik asking 
him to stand as candidate. To this 
he is expected to yield.—(J.T.A.)

“ No Discrimination” By Agency

~Mr. Kalman Levin, the head of the 


Jewish Agency’s Absorption Depart- 
ment, has testified at the inquiry com- 
mission on the Wadi Salib riots that 
there has been no discrimination in 
the absorption of various com- 
munities. The. Agency, he said, had 
done everything in its power with the 
means at its disposal. 

Since 1948, Mr. Levin said, about 
160,000 people from North Africa— 
mainly Moroccan—had settled in 
Israel. About ten per cent of these 
had settled on the land. 

But Moroccan immigrants were not 
the only ones. Mr. Levin stated, to 
have deserted the land for the city. 
Many of those who had drifted back 
to the towns were of European 
origin, The only class of immigrants 
which had received preferential treat- 
ment as far as housing was concerned 
were 2,000 academically trained 
persons who had arrived with their 
families since 1956. 

The trial of the four men charged 
with attacking the police during the 
Wadi Salib riots has been suspended, 
on a High Court order, pending a 
decision on the defendants’ applica- 
tion to have the hearing transferred 
to another court or another town. 

No. troublemakers appeared on the 
scene when Mr, Moshe Dayan, the 


former Israeli Chief of Staff, addressed 
a Mapai meeting in the centre. of 
Wadi Salib, 

Mr. Dayan said that Government 
attempts to aid the under-privileged 
would be of no avail if. the public 
did not co-operate by waiving further 
increases jn their standard of living. 
He criticised the pressure groups who 
had in the last three years made 
demands for public funds to raise 
their standard of living. Among 
these he named university students, 
about 1,000 of whom had gone to 
Europe on holiday this summer, show- 
ing that they were not hard pressed 
for cash.
